The capital had been far away 
from the breadbasket prov inces. 
The businessmen were accus­ 
tomed to v iolent changes of gov ­ 
ernment, swiftly executed and 
accomplished in hours. 
This time it is different. The 
coup d'etat of April 24 bur 
geoned 
into 
a 
situation 
that 
threatened lo tear thii» little 
Caribbean nation apart. It has 
cost many liv es. It has brought 
a massiv e interv ention of U.S. 
troops. It has thrust the Domin­ 
ican Republic into the midst of 
the global cold 
war. 
It 
has 
lai'-cd the specter of a rev olu­ 
tion that might be seized by 
Castroists and Communists. It 
has brought Dominican .soldiers 
face to face with the prospect of 
civ il war and of firing on their 
brethren. It has generated ha- 
v (X’ in an already ailing econo­ 
my. 
The busine.ssmen 
are doing 
some soul-searching now. Ov er 
and ov er in Ihe northern part of 


this little country one hear.3 
leaders of the middle class .say­ 
ing it is time they took an activ e 
part in politics. 
Rut there are those who ac­ 
knowledge this will not be easy. 
Dozens of busine.ssmen here 
and in other cities of the north 
seem frightened. 
The stalemate in Santo Dom­ 
ingo between the forces who call 
themselv es 
constitutionalists 
and those who call themselv es 
loyalists 
is 
threatening 
slow 
economic paralysis. 
The busines.smen as a rule are 
thankful that U.S. troops landed 
in enormous force, since that 
seems insurance against a Cas­ 
tro-like rev olution 
But money is running short in 
the banks becau.se of the paraly­ 
sis in the capital. The tobacco 
has been hit hard, and 15.000 
workers face idleness because 
of lack of credit. 
Businessmen in the cities are 
hav ing ditficulty meeting pay­ 
rolls. For a week, many busi- 
ne.sses in Santiago and other 
cities were closed. Gasoline be­

and

soared to $1.50 a gallon, a situa­ 
tion only gradually being eased.

This represents a turnabout in 
Pentagon thinking. F5v e months 
ago there was not only a ceiling 
on manpower for Viet Nam. as 
there is for #ther areas where 
American troops are .stationed, 
but the Pentagon 
actually en­ 
v isioned a reduction in our man­ 
power commitment. 
Fiv e months ago American 
forces in Viet Nam numbered 
about 23.000. whose role was 
adv isory. Now there are more 
than 40,000, and they are there 
to fight.

he frowning brunette sitting by 
the swimming pool could have been 
pretty, but she tipped the scales at ap­ 
preciably more than she should, and it 
obviously made her anxious. 
“I'd give anything to lose about 20 pounds,” 
she said to the thin young man lounging beside 
her. “I’ve tried everything.” 
The young man grinned and stretched lazily. 
“I’ve dieted. All you need is a little self-disci­ 
pline,” he said. “Enough will power to watch the 
calories now and then. That’s all it takes.” 
“Hah!” the girl snorted. 
Her irritation and his sense of slim self-satis­ 
faction represent the two opposite poles of 
dieters’ psychology, and between them lies a 
world of frustration. Science has recently been 
looking into these character differences and has 
come up with some fascinating findings. 
At the Staunton Clinic, University of Pitts­ 
burgh, a careful study of more than 100 over­ 
weight men and women who were dieting under 
medical supervision was made by Marvin R. 
Plesset, a psychiatry professor, and William G. 
Shipman, a research psychologist. After a thor­ 
ough physical examination, each person was 
given a personality test which measured anxiety 
and depression. The results of the test were care­ 
fully compared with dieting success. 
The investigators found that persons with a 
high anxiety score rarely lost much weight. Con­ 
versely, all of the very successful dieters had a 
very low anxiety score. 
Depression was a factor only for persons in the 
lowest income brackets. But anxiety, or the lack 


of it, proved a measure of everyone’s ability to 
diet successfully. An apprehensive attitude toward 
life went hand in hand with extreme difficulty in 
losing excess pounds. 
The authors of the study pointed out that pre­ 
viously it was considered almost impossible to 
predict whether obese dieters would be successful 
in getting rid of their unwanted pounds. The 
study now makes it possible to predict a weight 
loser’s chances of success with a very reasonable 
degree of accuracy before he even starts dieting.

Naturally, no diet regimen should be started 
without the advice of a physician. The value of 
this diet test is that it may also lead you to seek 
advice about the problems that are responsible 
for your worried outlook. Once you can cope with 
your anxieties, losing weight should be simple.

a t e o n e e v e n in g , a neighbor looked 
i into the home of the Hubert Hum­ 
phreys outside Washington—and was 
startled to see the Vice President busily 
scrubbing down the kitchen walls. 
‘T'm the answer to the housewife's prayer," the 
Vice President later said of himself. Mrs. Hum­ 
phrey agreed: “He certainly is." 
Here is the male head of a prominent family 
unabashedly doing things around the house that 
traditionally have belonged within the feminine 
domain. And in millions of homes across the na­ 
tion, other American husbands are equally em­ 
broiled in the distaff chores of family life. 
It is no longer a novelty for men to cook, iron 
clothes, run a vacuum cleaner, or bathe the baby. 
Nor is it unusual for a woman to wash the family 
car or mow the lawn. What kind of revolution 
has been going on quietly in our households? 
What does it mean today to be a husband-father 
or wife-mother? 
“In the home, the terms, woman's work and 
man's work, are almost as outdated as the log

cabin," contends Dr. Frederick A. Kunz of Cor­ 
nell University, a leading authority on family re­ 
lations. “In certain activities, the time-honored 
roles may be fusing into a ‘parent' role." 
Studies by social scientists and observations by 
marriage counselors all point to a marked trend: 
Dad is helping Mom around the house more than 
ever, she is assuming added responsibilities, and 
both are sharing in a “companionship" family. 
This sharing, however, has its pitfalls. Sociolo­ 
gists consulted by F a m il y W e e k l y find that the 
effect of the trend upon men ranges from genial 
acceptance to uneasiness, resentment, and out­ 
right rebellion. 
For many, having to do “female" tasks is a 
threat to their masculinity. Others feel henpecked. 
Some would rather moonlight on their jobs than 
be burdened with household chores. 
Donning an apron to wash the dishes, a father 
may sense that his son looks upon him as a sissy 
rather than a masculine model who deserves the 
boy's respect. If the husband also takes on other 
“womanly" chores like ironing while his wife 
does “man's work" around the yard, the child 
may get confusing images of his parents, points

out Franklin Cohen, family consultant for the 
Child Study Association of America. 
“Lack of agreement on family responsibilities 
can be a danger signal in a marriage,” warns 
Franklin Parks, executive director of the Family 
Service Society of New Orleans. “Such issues as 
who is to take out the garbage become magnified 
because of an underlying conflict which doesn’t 
emerge clearly. With immature couples, this can 
lead to separation and divorce.” 
What is “man’s work” or “ woman’s work” 
anyway? After all, in many primitive societies 
men do the cooking while women work in the 
fields. In this country, mechanical and heavy 
tasks are generally regarded as “male,” but many 
a housewife has become adept at do-it-yourself 
repairs, painting,and paperhanging. 
Curiously, men’s reactions vary according to 
regions. In New Orleans, Parks explains, most 
husbands feel that infant care and window wash­ 
ing are strictly “female.” But men in the East 
and on the West Coast don’t seem to find such 
duties demeaning. 
In any area, husbands are apt to balk at ironing 
or scrubbing floors, except in emergencies. Yet 
surveys show that some men become indignant if 
they are not invited to join in shopping for new 
furniture or the children’s clothes. 
“The roles are getting more and more blurred,” 
Parks observes. 
In one recent study. Dr. Kunz of Cornell ques­ 
tioned 135 men about household duties. All the 
men polled agreed that they participated in 
family life far more than their own fathers 
did—anywhere from twice to 10 times the number 
of hours. A large majority interviewed declared 
they “felt good” about taking over certain aspects 
of home and family care and denied these chores 
were a threat to their masculinity. 
D 


r. kunz sums up his findings: “Today’s father 
participates in whatever manner may be mean­ 
ingful to him and his family and is not overly 
concerned about the clearly defined sexual divi­ 
sion of labor in parental roles. He no longer par­ 
ticipates in an activity because it is considered 
man’s work. Rather, he does what appears to be 
expedient, what he enjoys doing, and what fulfills 
his need to be aggressive and outgoing or to be 
soft and loving.” 
Evidently the American family of the 1960s is 
veering toward what social scientists call the 
“companionship idea” of sharing in marriage. 
But just where do you draw the line in sharing? 
And how can you, as husband or wife, avoid feel­ 
ing resentful at what may seem onerous or de­ 
meaning chores? In a nutshell, it all depends on 
your outlook. 
“Your major guideline should be what you fee! 


is best for your family,” suggests Dr. Cohen. 
“Think of yourself as a total person,” he says. 
“If you hold down a job as a breadwinner, don­ 
ning an apron doesn’t make you less of a man. If 
you agree to do a household chore, you should do 
it ungrudgingly, making it a positive experience, 
or not do it at all. 
“Children can sense resentment as if by radar. 
A boy’s image of himself is modeled to a great ex­ 
tent on his father. If the father communicates 
his dissatisfaction with himself as a man, it 
eventually will affect the child’s idea of what it 
is to be a grownup.” 
T 
o KEEP HARMONY at home, family-life special­ 
ists offer these suggestions when it comes to 
assigning work: 
1. Show respect for your spouse by cooperating 
in a warm, giving manner. “In today’s small fam­ 
ily,” says Parks, “husband and wife are high­ 
ly dependent on each other and share more.” 
2. Try to be flexible. If an emergency arises 
(for instance, the wife having to go to the hos­ 
pital), the man of the house should take over 
his wife’s chores—and do it with dignity. 


3. Any chore can be assumed—by wife or hus­ 
band—as long as it is done willingly and grace­ 
fully. Responsibilities take on whatever meaning 
couples want to give them. 
4. If the husband feels he is being pressured 
into too many household tasks, the couple should 
take stock by talking it over and trying to work 
out a healthy balance of sharing. 
5. Sharing of family responsibilities does not 
have to be on a strictly 50-50 basis—it can be 
25-75. But each partner has to be clear as to what 
he or she wants to do and can do. 
6. Remember, we are no longer in either a 
matriarchal or partriarchal society. This is the 
age of the companionship marriage. 
Often a simple solution will clear up a domestic 
hassle. One young couple fought tooth and nail 
over who should wash the dishes. 
“1 was reared in a family where my father 
never had to work at the sink,” yelled the hus­ 
band. His wife charged him with being “mean” 
for not lending a hand at the end of her long day 
in the kitchen. 
Finally the couple calmed down, talked it over 
—then went out and bought a dishwasher.

Adrift at sea with all hopes 
lost, a father looks at his 
son and sees the shadow of 
death; yet seemingly all 
he can do is say: 
“Mike, 
I’m Sorry I Got You into This”

SORRY for getting you 
X into this mess,” I told 
my son. 
“It’s not your fault, Dad,” Mike 
answered, but 1 saw the utter hope­ 
lessness of our situation etched in 
his youthful face. That’s the part 
that hurt: facing death was bad 
enough for me, hut Mike had his 
whole life ahead of him—what was 
left of it. 
This was the worst hour of our 
ordeal. For nearly a day and a half 
we had been cramped in our little raft. 


The last possible hope of survival— 
a Coast Guard search plane— had 
just passed over our heads without 
seeing us. Our spirits had waned be­ 
fore, but we had managed to keep 
each other from cracking. Now I 
could only watch Mike’s face and 
blame myself for sending us both to 
a watery grave. 
Our nightmare fishing trip began 
when Mike and I boarded our cabin 
cruiser, Tempus Fuyit, early Sunday 
morning last January in North Palm 
Beach, Fla., to troll for sailfish. We 
ran about five miles oiTshore and 


u 
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were hitting about 25 mph, when I 
noticed the boat slowing down of its 
own accord. Something was wrong. 
I slammed the throttle to full stop, 
and as the boat pitched forward, I 
heard water sloshing in the engine 
compartment. 
Mike and 1 raised the engine-com- 
partment hatch and were horrified to 
see water pouring into the bilge. The 
bilge pump wasn’t doing a bit of 
good. Before we could even think 
about 
acting, 
the 
engine 
died— 
drowned by the fast-rising water. 
“Get the life raft,” I yelled. Mike

went into the galley and emerged 
with the deflated raft. He had bought 
it for me as a Christmas gift. 
There was a rush of air when Mike 
pulled the cord, and the two-man 
rubber raft expanded. I climbed into 
it, and Mike handed me a two- 
quart water jug. 
“Get in!” I shouted. The Tempus 
Fugit was sinking so fast that Mike 
had to scamper up it as if it were a 
moving staircase. He no sooner got 
into the raft than the boat vanished 
in a mass of bubbles. 
“Darn,” I exclaimed. “All my new 
equipment.” That was my biggest 
concern. Neither of us was worried 
about being picked up—there were 
pleasure boats all over the place. 
After a couple of vessels went by, 
we saw a cruiser coming from the 
north—right for us! The boat got 
within a quarter-mile of us, then 
turned for shore. 
“Get a flare,” I said. 
Up went the thick cloud of yellow 
smoke. We waved the hand-held flare 
high above our heads—and then the 
cruiser’s passengers waved back at 
us and headed on their merry way! 
“What do they think we’re doing,” 
I cried, “cooking hotdogs?” 
That was when Mike yelled at me: 
“Dad, watch the flare!”

o t e m b e r s from the flare were 
burning pinholes in the rubber 
raft. Air was leaking, out. “The 
pump! Get the hand pump,” I yelled. 
We tossed the flare overboard and 
reinflated the raft with the pump. 
Air still leaked, though, and we 
would have to pump air every half 
hour, but we weren’t worried. 
We had passed beyond the range 
of pleasure boats into a section usu­ 
ally crowded with freighters. But not 
that day—and I suddenly realized 
why. “The dock strike,” I said. “We 
won’t see any freighters today. The 
sea is practically deserted.” 
For the first time, we were con­ 
cerned. To raise Mike’s spirits I said, 
“Remember what Mom said? If we 
weren’t home by 4 p.m. she promised 
she would call the Coast Guard. Well, 
she’s probably doing that right now.” 
That idea bolstered both of us. 
The wind got chilly as the sun set. 
Waves breaking over us soaked us to 
the skin. We sat side by side with 
our knees up under our chins. When 
darkness rolled in, I said to Mike, 
“Let’s face it, son. The Coast Guard 
will have to wait until morning to 
search for us.” 
We spent the night dozing a few 
minutes at a time, pumping up the 
raft, bailing it out with the cover 
of a Thermos bottle, and watching 
for ships. Both of us longed for only 
one thing: the morning sun. It would 
dry and warm us again. 
At about 3 a.m. Monday—our legs 
stiff and bodies wracked with cold— 


we came close to despair. The stars 
disappeared, and waves more than 15 
feet high hurled us high into the 
air. I figured it couldn’t get any 
worse. But it did. It began raining. 
The dawn found us in the same 
cramped positions with Mike still 
pumping up the leaking raft and me 
still bailing with my little cup. I 
noticed that the flag I had rigged out 
of a fishing pole and my undershorts 
(the only piece of white clothing we 
had) had been ripped off by the 
wind during the night. The wind was 
now blowing due east at about 15 
miles an hour—speeding us along to­ 
ward Africa! 
We had one orange, and we ate it 
—peel, seeds, and pulp. Our water 
was low because we had drunk freely 
Sunday, thinking we’d be picked up. 
Now it was Monday afternoon, and 
all we could see were gray skies and 
grayer water. Then suddenly Mike 
began shouting: “A plane!” 
It was too far west to see us, but 
Mike and I were elated. At least we 
knew the Coast Guard was looking 
for us. We immediately began trying 
to figure out their search pattern. 
“Shall I throw out the dye marker ?” 
Mike asked. 
“No, wait,” I said. Like a big dope, 
I figured we could save it until we 
saw the plane again. 
An hour later, we were just about 
scared out of the raft by a terrible 
roar. Turning, we both saw a plane 
bearing down on us. 
“Get up and wave,” I shouted. And 
we did just that—waving and shout­ 
ing until we nearly fell overboard. 
The plane flew directly over us— 
without giving a sign of seeing us. 
Later we learned the pilot and co­ 
pilot were scanning the sides of their 
flight pattern; they missed us be­ 
cause we were directly beneath them. 
If we had thrown out a dye marker— 
well, we hadn’t. 
W 


E THOUGHT this surely was our 
final chance of rescue. That’s 
when I apologized to Mike for get­ 
ting him into this mess, for cutting 
his life off before he’d even had a 
chance to live it. Mike kept saying, 
“It’s not your fault.” But I felt it 
was. 
That’s how the conversation shift­ 
ed to death without so much as a 
wince from either of us. It was a 
strange sensation. Here I was, talk­ 
ing to my 19-year-old son—a young 
man on his way to a career in op­ 
tometry ; a class president at Florida 
Southern 
University — about 
how 
long it would take us to die. 
For a while we joked about my in­ 
surance and the “riches” I’d leave 
behind. But mostly we talked about 
ourselves. We’d been close as father 
and son, and even in despair this 
closeness made me thankful that I’d 
had the time to know Mike and 


appreciate him while I could. 
At night the water grew rougher 
than ever, and the cold bit deeper 
as each whitecap sprayed us. I don’t 
know why, but the mechanics of 
pumping and bailing seemed to be­ 
come as painful and constant as the 
agonizing passage of time. 
Some time Tuesday morning— 
about 
2:30—Mike 
stretched 
and 
looked around, then muttered indif­ 
ferently, “A ship.” Then slowly the 
meaning sunk through our numb­ 
ness. “A ship. Dad! Over there!” 
I was afraid to look, for fear he 
had gone over the edge. But I looked, 
and there was a ship. 
“Get the flares!” I shouted. 
Each time we bobbed to the top 
of the 15-foot crests, we bellowed like 
bears—weak as we were. 
“The flares won’t light!” Mike 
shouted. 
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h e f l a r e s were wet. They crum­ 
bled as we struck their match­ 
like heads against the sandpaper sur­ 
face on the cap. Finally, the third— 
and last—flare glared to life. 
“Don’t let it go out,” I said. When 
it got down low, I used it to light 
the second one. There was still no 
response from the ship. The second 
flare was just about to go out when 
I lit the third one. Mike continued 
waving it, and we both yelled at the 
top of our lungs. We were tiring 
fast, and the flare had about an inch 
to go. 
Just before it flickered out, the 
miracle happened. A big, beautiful, 
glaring spotlight blasted into our 
faces. Someone aboard saw us! 
Our flare died, and the ship lost 
us in the blackness. 
“Get me the mirror,” I yelled. 
On the next pass of the search­ 
light, I tried to reflect the light back 
to the ship. Once, twice, three times, 
it passed over us. Finally, it worked, 
and the light stayed with us. 
A few minutes later we were pull­ 
ing ourselves up on a rope cast from 
the deck. After a long, grueling 
struggle, my son and I collapsed on 
the deck of the freighter Sea Train 
Louisiana. We were safe. 
Later, in talking to Capt. Francis 
A. Massey, Jr., and his first mate, 
Mario Zanelli, Mike and I learned 
that Massey had ordered a three- 
degree change in his heading Mon­ 
day afternoon. He figured that he 
could make up some lost time by sail­ 
ing near the outer edge of the Gulf 
Stream—where ships seldom travel. 
That’s what saved us. We were 
picked up 52 miles at sea and 142 
miles north of our home port. 
As I said, Mike and I have always 
been pretty close but never closer 
than those moments when I said, 
“I’m sorry I got you into this mess,” 
and Mike answered, “It isn’t your 
fault. Dad.”
